ty, it can win the shorter 
work week in four years with 
no cut in pay by bargaining 
with industry and lobbying in 
Congress. 


"Spurred by tax 
conces- 


sions, industry throughout our 
nation has been modernizing 
the ..means of production at a 
fantastic rate,' Abel said. 


The impact on jobs has not 


been great so far 
because 


strong economic depands for 
goods has caused industry to 
keep operating less efficient 
equipment at the same time, 
he said.
